Democrats as well as Republicans 


3egin to see that the money question 
will be the paramount issue in the next 
Presidential campaign. Lawrence T. 
Seal, the author of the tariff plank of 
he Chicago platform, says: 
The only thing that will keep biiret- 


illism from the place of honor in the 
Democratic platform of 1896 is a sur- 
•ender of the rnonometalliets before 
;bat year. 
There are strong silver 


symptoms among the most advanced 
[tepnblicans, and they may join with 
;he Democrats, take silver out of poli- 
;ice and give the country the blessing 
)f an abundant sound currency before 
;he lines of '96 are drawn. 


Ex-Speaker Reed, who haa heretofore 


bald that tariff and counting a quorum 
were the main issues before the people, 
feels that the money question may fig- 
are in the next campaign, and is shap- 
,ng his course accordingly. Senators 
Sherman, Gorman, Lodge, Voorhees 
and others, in their joint telegram to 
the London Mannion House meeting, 
expressed themp Ine in favor of bi- 
metallism. This, </: course, does not 
mean that they are in favor of free 
soinage, but an admission on their part 
:lmt silver should be used as money at 
iuy ratio with gold is quite a conces- 
sion from such pronounced goldbugs 
as those gentlemen have proved them- 
selves during the special and regular 
sessions of the present Congress. 


Heretofore Republicans and Admin- 


istration Democrats would not admit 
that the silver question was a political 
issue. Now they are conceding that it 
will be the paramount insue in the 
next Presidential campaign, unless the 
Wall Street forces surrender before 
that time, and decide to take the ques- 
tion out of politics. 


The Silver men of the country will 


rejoice if the goldmen join them in 
passiog a free coinage bill and restor- 
ing the double standard to the coun- 
try. That is what the Silver men have 
been contending for. They assert that 
contraction, caused by the suspension 
of silver coinage and the demonetiza- 
tion of silver by the Government, 
which now redeems all of its obliga- 
tions in gold, is the cause of the pre- 
vailing dull times. If the Republicans 
and Democrats concede free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, as the author of the 
tariff plank of the Chicago platform 
thinks they may do, and increase the 
currency so as to restore prosperity 
and confidence to the country, there 
will bo abundant cause for general re- 
joicing, and the people, if so disposed, 
can divide on other issues, but until 
we have free coinage and prosperity 
the Silver men should continue to fight. 
As Senators Jones and Stewart say in 
their telegram to the Silver Party Com- 
mittee, "the advanced position as- 
sumed by Nevada has been an invalua- 
\ le aid in directing the attention of the 
co T-{ rr to the paramount issue." 


The Sititatioo at Cripple Creel 


THE KAILKOAU I>£BT. 


Attorney-General Olney in behalf of 


the United States has filed a claim for 
$15,000,000 against the estate of the late 
Senator Stanford. The claim is filed 
under the theory that the personal 
assets of individual members of the 
original Central Pacific syndicate are 
liable for the debt of that corporation 
due or to become due to the United 
States. The proportionate share of the 
debt due from the Stanford estate is 
estimated 
at 
$15,000,000, hence the 


claim for that amount. 


The Attorney-General says the claim 


has been filed under the California 
laws in order to prevent the statute of 
limitations from running against it. 
Though that statute cannot run against 
the United States, an estate against 
which the Government, has a claim may 
bo probated and divided without regard 
to the claim of tnTrVnited States, un- 
less such claim is filed within the time 
provided by tho State laws. No claim 
wa'j filed by the United States against 
the Hopkins estate, as it was settled 
and divided before Attornry-Greneral 
Olney came into office. 


The Department of Ju$U >e is pro- 


ceeding upon the general theory that 
the original Central Pacific syndicate— 
Huntington, 
Stanford, 
Hopkins, 


Crocker and Coltoii—constituted a co- 
partnership, controlliug at all times 
and absolutely all the construction 
companies and other corporations con- 
nected with or engaged in building the 
road and used such companies as an 
agency to further their personal ends. 
Under this theory the failure of the 
Central Pacific to meet its obligations 
was caused by the diversion of the 
earnings of the road, through these 
agencies,, to tho members of the syndi- 
cate, and that these persons were in- 
voluntary trustees of tho funds thus 
diverted, and 
that, therefore, their 


private fortunes thus obtained, being 
the ultimate proceeds of such diverted 
earnings of the road, are properly 
liable for the debt thus created and 
left unpaid. 


Mrs. 
Jane Stanford, the widow of tho 


late Senator, is executrix of the estate 
It is not likely that she will allow the 
claim. In the event of its rejection it 
i- lot yet known what course the Gov- 
ernment will pursue further than that 
the claim will be prosecuted under the 
laws of California. 


If this method of collecting the Gov- 


ernment debt is successful it will 
obviate the necessity of legislation by 
Congress to refund the debt and ex- 
tend the time for its payment or to 
foreclose the mortgage held by the 
United States.

THE ELECTION IN OREGON. 


A Father Accused of Murder by His 


Daughter. 


THE STRIKING MINERS. 


Hostilities Ended at Cripple Creek- 


Trouble in Indiana and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


DIVIDE, Colo., Jane 6.—Twelve hun- 


dred deputies left here at 2 A. M. for 
Cripple Creek. Newspaper correspond- 
ents were locked up to prevent the 
news from getting out. It is the inten- 
tion to camp at Beaver Park and send 
a committee to Beaver Hill to demand 
the surrender of certain strikers. If 
the request is refused an attack will be 
made on the strikers' stronghold. II 
is expected that the strikers wil 
capitulate or a battle will be fought be- 
fore the troopa can reach Cripple 
Creek. Soon after the departure of the 
deputies heavy firing was heard. It is 
supposed that a fight took place with 
skirmishers. 


Cni?PLE CBEEK, June 6.—The strikers 


pickets early to-day encountered 400 
deputies near Gillette, five miles from 
Bull Hill. All the miners' outposts are 
being drawn in and preparations made 
for a battle at Bull Head. 


DENVER, June 6.—Deputies have taken 


possession of all the telegraph offices 
on the Mid land Terminal Railroad, and 
will not permit the operators to send 
news dispatches. 


The Governor says any attemp>t to 


arrest the strikers at Cripple Creek 
before the trouble is fully settled wil 
be practically a violation of armistice 
The Cripple Creek strikers have agreec 
to surrender to the militia to-morrow 
but will fight if attacked by the de 
puties. 
If the Sheriff accepts their 


terms a fight will be avoided. One 
hundred mounted men on both side 
are facing each other in battle arra; 
near Gillette. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., June 6.— 


Sheriff Bowers has agreed to hold the 
deputies with the understanding tha 
the miners will surrender to the militia 
to-morrow. This ends hostilities. 


McKEESPORT, Pa., June 6.—The strik 


ers have obtained thirty large cannon 
two of which were used by the Home 
stead strikers two years ago. Thej 
were planted commanding a position 
on the river bank about 200 yards apar 
and manned by eight men each. One 
of the guns is heavily loaded with rail 
road iron. Mayor Andre has issued a 
proclamation cautioning the people no 
to congregate on the streets or about 
the works. At 2:30 o'clock 5,000 strikers 
carrying pit lamps left forDuquesneto 
burn Tipples' work. They threaten to 
cut loose all barges on the river as they 
march down. 


KNIQHTSVILLE, Ind., June 6.—Strikers 


stopped a train here this afternoon 
which was hauling coal and killed the 
engineer, William Hare of. Terre Haute 
with stones.

lice that the bomb was thrown by a 
jealous rival for the hand of the woman 
who is now the wife of Noffse.

Lieutenant Ouvernor Fou Jade's Order 


to " Keep Off the Grana," 


A cornmanication 
signed "Band- 


man," 
relative to the Memorial Day in- 


cident at the State Capitol, says the 
article in the JOURNAL of June 3d, en- 
titled "KeepOff the Grassland signed 
"Deacon," does not state all the facts. 
The writer requests the publication of 
the following on the subject from the 
Carson Appeal: 


"The Appeal b^s investigated the 


matter of music in the- Capitol square 
and learns that last year the band 
leader asked Poujade for permission to 
play oa the western balcony. The re- 
quest was granted. At the next meat- 
ing of the Board of Capitol Commis- 
sioner?, Poujade was censured by the 
other members of the Board for having 
exceeded his authority in the matter. 
He then asked what should be done in 
case such a request should be made in 
the future. Treasurer Egan and. Con- 
troller Horton, who constituted a ma- 
jority, decided that no eucb request 
should be granted hereafter without a 
meating of the Board. On Wednesday 
evening, without previous notice, the 
: 


leader of the band requested the priv- i 
ilege of playing in the Capitol grounds i 
again. Mr. Ponjade informed him and ! 
all the members of the band then pres- 
ent of the exact state of the case. 
Deputy Controller Horton was present 
and stated that he had no objection to 
their playing, 
Pcojade said to him 


and to all present that the full Board 
had taken action on the matter and 
while bo himself had always favored 
the granting of such permission he felt 
it improper under the circumstances to 
grant a permission without a meeting, 
which the majority of the Board had 
expressly declared could only be grant- 
ed by a meeting. There was at this time 
no misunderstanding about the matter. 
The facts were clearly recited and those 
present agreed that Poujade was fully 
justified in his course. The next morn- 
ing occurred a meeting of the Board, 
now consisting of Treasurer Bichard, 
Deputy Controller Horton and Lieut.

POSITION AND REMUNERATION OF 


THE ENLISTED MEN. 


The Va*t and Varied Force of Mechanic* In 


the Hervic* — Hrre Skilled Labor Finds 
(Steady Employment With Sore Pay. 
Heaman Cl&ss Worst Paid. 
Although the seamen and even tho 


petty officers of the United States na 
are largely of foreign birth, there never 
wjis a time when places in the navy be- 
low the rank of commissioned, officers 


so attractive to native Americans. 


As the old wooden ships and the old 
fashioned steam propelled ships give 
place to modern marine machines the 
navy becomes more and more suited, to 
the tastes of capable Americans. 


Since tho Kearsarge laid her bones 


upon Roxicador there are left in really 
active service only 10 wooden ships, 
though th ro are 16 others used as re- 
ceiving s laps and as schoolships of one 
sort or a .other. All the sailing ships 
that ever move from place to place are 
the training ships and schoolships. The 
navy has long been made up chiefly of 
Bteaiu propelled vessels, and it will be 
only a few years before the whole ac- 
tive list will be composed of iron or 
steel steamships. 


This gradual change in the navy has 


wrought a marked change in the per- 
sonnel of the petty officers and the en- 
listed men, as in the conditions under 
which they work. Captain Codman's 
mournful cry that there are no more 
sailors is as true of the navy as of the 
merchant service. The navy still ships 
seamen at wages ranging from $16 to 
$24 per month, but it also ships a host 
of artificers, mechanics, firemen and 
whatnot at wages sometimes exceeding 
$70 per month. 


The new navy as it grows will need 


an increasing number of men in these 
special classes. Ther^oto nearly as many 
uow vessels building as there are wood- 
en ships now on tho Active list, and ev- 
ery new iron steam propelled monster 
that is added to the navy creates an in- 
creased demand for the skilled and high 
paid classes of enlisted men. Already 
there are some scores of machinists at 
$70 per month, boiler makers at $60, 
blacksmiths at $50, plumbers at $45, 
water tenders, oilers, firemen and print- 
ers at from $80 to $40 per month, to say 
nothing of coppersmiths, shipwrights 
and coal passers at wages varying from 
$50 per month down to $22. 


The seaman class, the worst paid of 


all in its lower branches, is very well 
paid in the higher ranks. The lad that 
enters as a third class apprentice at $9 
per month may reasonably hope to be- 
come chief master at arms at $65 per 
month. The lad with a gift for music 
may easily find himself transferred to 
the special class that includes musi- 
cians, writers and apothecaries, and 
here the wages vary from $18 to $60 
per month. 


There is a special provision of law tc 


encourage good men to remain long in 
the service. The ordinary term of en- 
listment is three years, and by this pro- 
vision any honorably discharged man 
who re-enlists within three months 
from the date of his discharge returns 
to the navy with his pay raised $1 per 
month. The extra dollar is added at 
each re-enlistment, and there may easi- 
ly be half a dozen re-enlistments, or for 
that matter a dozen. It means that a 
good man who sticks to the service for 
life gets a three months' vacation every 
three years, followed by an increase of 
pay-it usually happens that the man who 
thus enlists and re-enlists has reached 
the grade of petty officer at his third or 
fourth enlistment, and after that the 
larger pay of his new place increases 
regularly $1 per month every three 
years, should he choose to continue in 
the service. There are other small per- 
quisites of one kind or another that 
swell the earnings of th© sailor that 
sticks to the navy, and there awaits him 
in old age a safe retreat ashore with old 
companions. 


It is true that mechanics in the navy 


receive nominally smaller wages than 
men of their trades ashore, but they are 
subject to none of the uncertainties of 
business. The navy goes right on in 
times of panic, and there is no docking 
for illness. Employment and pay are 
secure for the re.st of a man's days, and 
promotion is Almost within his own 
control. 


The aristocratic organization of the 


navy doubtless has kept many self re- 
specting native Americans from enlist- 
ing, but the service is vastly more 
democratic in practice than in theory. 
True, no enlisted man may hope to be- 
come a commissioned officer, but the 
enlisted man of tried ability and known 
good conduct always earns the respect 
and the consideration of his superiors. 
The brutal officer of the deck is almost 
unknown in the United States navy, and 
the self respecting enlisted man is sel- 
dom made to feel that any one looks 
down upon him. 


His food is wholesome, clean and 


abundant, and the officer of the deck 
must taste it before it is served to the 
men at any meal. His quarters are bet- 
ter and better as the navy improves, and 
the privileges of the well ordered sea- 
man are many and agreeable. The navy 
department holds out as an inducement 
to men that think of enlisting the pros- 
poet of seeing foreign parts. 
"Yes, 


through a porthole," was the old time 
Jack Tar's cynical comment when a re- 
cruiting poster met his eye ashore. 


But the seaman whose own conduct 


does not curtail his "liberty" may see 
foreign parts as an enlisted man in a 
(satisfactory and instructive fashion. 
There are scores of enlisted men who 
are thoroughly trusted ashore as the 
most staid inmates of the wardroom. A 
man's repute in this regard is not left 
to mere chance, but is matter of careful 
record. The man who can make up his 
mind to endure with patience a life of 
discipline and regularity finds the navy 
agreeable, interesting and profitable. — 
New York Sun.

Scene* Witne**ed In Borneo, Where These 


Animals Are Moat Plentiful. 


The great island of Borneo is the 


home of the oraug, and one of the most 
noticeable features of the landscape is 
the nests of the orang, which are scat- 
tered about thickly among the tall trees. 
From their number one might get a 
greatly exaggerated impression of the 
plentifulness of the species unless it 
were understood how and for what pur- 
pose these roosting places were con- 
structed. The apes are greatly annoyed 
by flies, from which they are able to 
protect the front part of their bodies 
with their hands, but they cannot keep 
the vicious insects from biting them in 
the rear, and so they gather a quantity 
of leaves aud branches and make them 
into couches to repose against among 
the boughs. 


A protection of this sort serves very 


well for awhile, but presently its mate- 
rial begins to decompose, and the decay- 
ing leaves attract the flies which the 
orang is so anxious to get rid of. Then 
he is obliged to make another nest of 
fresh stuff, iind so he may require a doz- 
en of them in the course of the year. 
Inasmuch as he does not take the trouble 
to remove the old one they remain to 
adorn the tree top in which he swings 
about. Orangs have a curious method 
of fighting. In their conflict among 
themselves, which are frequent, their 
effort is always to seize the fingers of 
their adversaries and bite them. 


It is owing to this method of battle 


that it is 'almost impossible to procure a 
skin which does not lack some of the 
fingers. If defending itself against a 
man, the orang will always attempt to 
grasp the arms of his human opponent, 
so as to chew oil' his fingers. For this 
purpose its jaws arc excellently adapt- 
ed, being enormously powerful and 
equipped with huge incisors. 


To protect itself from the rain the 


orang crooks ils arms over its head. The 
hair on the orang's upper arm points 
downward, tho apparent purpose being 
to shed the rain like a thatch when tho 
altitude thus described is assumed.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


The Tlfoose Blade Quick Time. 


"Any one who thinks a moose can't

ORDINANCE NO. 40. 


An Ordinance 
In 
Relation 
to 


Houses of Ill-Fame. 


THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
era of Woshoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of nny owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person w hut- 
ever any room or house to be kept or us«d 
tor purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nevada, c>xeept in that 
portion or said town oast and south of the 
Ore limits, in Hlock Y, us now established, 
and the lands south of First Street, north of 
the Iruckeo river, und east of the lire limits 
as now established. 


SEC 2. Any person violating: Section one 
or this ordinance shall bo deemed guilty of a 
nuisance, and upon conviction thereof shall 
bo lined in any sum not greater than live 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in tho 
county jail of Wushoe coxuity for not exceed- 
ing bix months, or by both such lino and im- 
prisonment,
